Document 1 describes the invention of a differential surface plasmon resonance measuring 
device vv^herein light beams are scanned at angles including a resonance angle respectively in relation 
to different locations 1*, 2% and 3' of a prism, and the reflected light is detected at corresponding 
locations 1, 2, and 3 of a line sensor. 

Document 2 describes the invention of a differential surface plasmon resonance measuring 
device wherein antibody active region 33A and non-active region 33B are disposed in parallel and at 
the same time convergent light is entered in those regions, a resonance angle is measured and 
compared in a CCD. 

Document 3 describes a well-known technology of forming an optical interface film having an 
equivalent level of index of refraction and adhesion such as PVC on a thin metal film in a differential 
resonance measuring device. 

In SPR, however, projecting SPR reflected light induced in a sample solution portion with a 
reference solution portion using a plurality of mirrors on a series of CCD is not described in any of the 
documents. 
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
